Blue-* and white-collar workers are entitled to buy, with ration cards, 
250 grams of bread pa day, and 300 grams of macaroni, 200 grams of soap, and 
250 grams of sugar per month; but these are not available regularly. On 
the black market, oil costs 1,000 lek per liter, butter 1 , 500 - 1,800 lek 
per kilogram, chickens 400-600 lek each, hens or roosters 1 , 500 - 2,000 lek, 
and milk, when obtainable on the black market, 100 lek per kilogram. 

With a month ”8 pay, an Albanian worker can buy 190 kilograms of bread, 
2 kilograms of butter, or 65 kilograms of sugar.

The Albanian government will spend about 5,685,000 lek 
to finance their studies. 
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
